NOT BY THE BOOK 

Bookspace tried to change the typical book- 
store formula — until the city took notce. 

By Anjali Tsui 

B 00 kBpace. housed in a dusty warehouse on Frunkford 
Avenue, was reinventing the typical bookstore formula. 
Instead of hostingjust an occasional poetry reading or 
lecture. Backspace flipped the equation, using the space forper- 
formances that drew customers. It was gaining a reputation as a 
venue for events — everything from weekly jazz jams to cirrus per- 
formances to African percuasiorL In late July the wizard rock band 
Harry and dre Potters performed a benefit concert there. 

But not anymore, at least for the foreseeable future, after the fire 
marshal shutdown Bookspace’s ability to host events as of last 
FViday- It’s still open as a bookstore, but the creative business plan 
has come to a screedring halt, 

Bookspace started in 2002 as the result of owner Ben OrTock's 
dream to set up an online business, ‘'It was nice that it was books, 
but it could have been anything.’ admits Oriock.Ayearlater.he 
teamed with buddy Mike DiProspero tofind books and list them 
onsrtessuchasAmazar. eBay and Halfcom. They moved their 
growinginventory several times before finding u storage space in a 
converted elevator factory. 

Then, when online sales slowed in 2008, the duo turned their 
warehouse into an eclectic, chaotic, 1 1,000-square-foot storefronL 


How many books they have, no one really knows. Orlock estimates 
100,000, Most are stadted on gray shelves, but others can be found 
sittirrg on a wooden table, leaning on an abandoned piano or bal- 
anced on dre hood of a DiProspero 's old car, one of two parked iitside. 

DiProspero recalls the bibhophiles who showed up early on 
expecting categories, price tags and a section of rare books. On the 
other hand, some people 'thought we were more of a flea -market- 
type deal.'he explains. They would come in and want to buy books 
for a dollar. I would just say'Look, we're not a thrift store.'" 

In recent years, bookstores nationwide have been strutting, 
whether chains like Borders or small independent operations. In

on South 13th Street, moving 
(qrerations upstairs and expanding their events calendar under the 
MoorratirneArta umbrella. 

Orlock and DiProspero decided to make their own dranges, After 
two years of the bookstore formula, they set up a stage to host 
musiciaits, trapeze performers and other artists. But the radical 
measures Bookspace took to stay afloat didn't fly with the dty, 
"We’re kind of in limbo, "says DiProspero. “We need a special 
assembly permit to host events. We need todeflne what exactly that 
msans-'ln the meantime, he adds.The good thing is the bookstore 
is still open. We’ve been selling booksferthepast nine years and we 
just started hosting events. We can switch gears."

his past Tuesday, two young men were 
I shot,” a 25-year-oId man shouted into a 
I megaphone on the comer of 22nd and 
Berks streets in North Hiilly, the site of the vio- 
lence. “We’re here Id pay respecta and show that 
we will no longertolerate these shootings. We 
have aproblemin the dty ofPhiladel^^a. And 
theproblemis saiseless shooting and killing My 
name is Brandon Jones, and I used to be a big part 
of the prablem." Indeed, Jones has finished serv- 
ing four years in (sison for attempted murder. 

The one-time shooters testifying at the vigil 
are part ofCeaseFire, a path-breaking violence- 
interruption program pioneered in Chicago that 
is now being piloted in Rtilly’s combined 22nd 
and 23rd Mice Districts — a stretch of North 
Philadelphia, running from 10th to 33rd and 
Lehigh to Poplar, that suffers more shootings 
than anyothercity neighborhood.

CeasePiiB concmvES of violence as a disease whose 
transmission can be stopped, and in Philly. Thmple 
University’s School of Medicine runs the program. 

Though violent crime has declined nationwide 
over the past two decades, poor black and Latino 
neighborhoods continue to suffer from rampant 
gun violence. Indeed. CeaseFiie programs ate also 
under way in the most violent neighborhoods of 
other U.S. cities, including Baltimore, Brooklyn, 
New Orleans and East St Louis. 

For this past Friday’s vigil, a dozen community 
activista stood on the comer with the former 
felons, holding signs that read “Stop Shooting 
I^ople” and passing out brochures. 

'Do aomething.do something, ’’shouted Almira 
Stansbury, a 65-year-old recovering drug addict 
who walked over to show her support. “I think that 
some people might be aitaid.l think that some 
people are angry and sad. And I think some people 

A few heads popped outofrowhouse windows 
to listen, but most residents, if they were home, 
stayed behind shut doors. 

“We were hoping to get neighbors out’ said 
Abba Kwesi, aka Jesse Johnson . who, along with 
other North Philly activists CifyPi^errecentiy 
profiled rSafe Haven,' Daniel Denvir, July 21], 
now works for (^aseFire. Kwesi was released 
nearly 20 months ago after 27 yeara behind bars 
for armed robbery. ‘But this is a rough block." 

Suddenly, the family of one of the victims 
emerged from ahousehalfwaydown the block 
and watched. The bullets that didn’t pierce the 


bodies of the two young men 
flew into a house fun of small 
children, orte of whom was 
now outside. Carrie Gardner, 
a Cease Fire volunteer from 
Redeem Baptist Church, walked 
over to explain the city ser- 
vices available. CeaaeFirehad 
already met the victims. 

“We talked to them at the 
hospital," saidTerryStaiks, who 
has served his own time. “One 
got shot in the legs, another got 
shot six times." 

One day's sbootingvictim 

t omorro w’s shooter, so CeaseFire 
meets everyone they can as soon 
as possible — usuaUy when 
they’re still lying in a hospital 
bed. The two bpys have agreed 
to not retaliate, said Starks, and 
will become CeaseFire clients. 

In Philadelphia, police have 
community-relaticns problems 
ranging from incidents of exces- 
sive force to a “stop snitching" 
culture. CeaseFire is not trying 
to find the killer and bring him 
to justice, nor do they inform

CeaseFire cannotensure 
adequate funding for poor 
people’s schoob, decent health 
care or. most importantly, good 
jobs.

“If our people were killed by 
someone else, we would be riot- 
ing in the streets,’ yelled Kwesi. 
“But when we are killing each 
other, we’reused to it" 

Pastor Larry Patridc of Redeem 
Baptist Church led the group 
in prayer before they left to go 
home. ‘I'm going to be here week 
after week," said Patrick. ‘Tm not 
going anywhere."

streets, waiting. 

Along with him were several other men. All, 
including 24-ye<'ir-old Rideout — who has 
lived on the street, off and on, for several 
years — were homeless. And all were waiting 
for the same thing. 

• IMPATIENT, Rideout pulled out his cell 
phone and a slip of paper, dialing the number 
OD it. “Are you still coming?" he asked after a 
pause. "She’s stuck in traffic,'' he reported a 
moment later, putting away the phone. 

Rideout and the others were waiting for the 
"potato truck,” snmetliing of a legend among 
Philadelphia’s homeless as a free ride to 
opportunity — figuratively, anyway, literally, 
it represents transportation to a North 
Carolina potato farm, hundreds of miles from 
Philadelphia — and by proxy, the men hope, 
their troubles. According to local lore, the 
truck has cruised the city’s Itomeless shelters 
for more than a decade, coming at the begin- 
ning of every summer for the harvest season, 
hungry for new workers. 

Rideout — who grow up in North 
Philadelphia and, despite a knack for com- 
puter and software repair, became homeless 


not long after emerging from foster care — 
said one of the reasons he needed the money 
was to help support a 2-year-old son (he's no 
longer with the mether). "I still have to play 
mypart,"he said. 

Nearly two hours wont by before a long 
white passenger van pulled up to the curb. 
The silence that had settled in among the 

jcf ged to the truck with a huge duffel bag, 
planting a wet kiss on the driver's cheek and 
giving herahug. 

Tile driver, a middle-aged African-American 
woman, swung open the door and told the 
men to line up single file, as she began to hand 
out what appeared to be contracts. Within 
minutes tlte men Itad piled into the van and 
taken their scats for the seven-hour ride to a 
farm in Camden County, N.C. , among them a 
hopeful Rideout. 

■ I FIRST HEARD about the potato truck 
during an mterview for an unrelated story 
with David Shively, a devoted Christian 
who runs a "homeless ministry” from his 
Germantown house that includes his regular 
Sunday delivery of doughnuts to the home- 
less. Oflhandedly, Shively mentioned the 
potato truck, saying he suspected the home- 

terious farm down South — and that he’d 
heard the horror stories himself 

Calls to various shelters and advocacy orga- 
nisations yielded little more than rumors. I 
began to seek out homeless men who had been 
to this farm and, slowly, collected the stories of 
five individuals wlio had gone and returned. 

One night in June, Shively sent a text mes- 
sage: The truck was rumored to be coming 


the next moniing. It never showed up. But several 
homeless men who were gathered near the pickup 
point said it would come at dawn the next day. I 
showed up that following morning to meet Rideout 
and, it turned out, the potato truck. 

Just before the truck departed, I approached driver/ 
recruiter Dolly Moore, who was happy to extol the 
virtues of her operation. The men, she said, are paid 
at least minimum wage and get an opportunity to 
pull themselves up by their bootstraps. It helps a lot 
of them stay out of trouble when they get out of the 
city for a wlule," she said, pointing out that she'd seen 
more than a few move to North Carolina and start 

Unprompted, she added: ‘Tlot all migrant workers 

Shively's concents about exploitation — and 
Moore’s unprompted denial of it — aren’t without 
context. In 2007, potato farmer Ranald Evans was 
sent to federal prison for TO years for systematically 
tricking homeloss African-American workers into 
endless debt. Evans, ajury found, had recruited 
homeless men from big cities likcThmpa, Miami and 
New Orleans, promising them shelter and a job. In 
fact, the men arrived to find payment for their labor 
in the form of crack cocaine, also sold on the premises 
via a "company store” — a term used to describe the 
under-the-table selling of goods to migrant workers 
beyond what’s legal to charge money fan i.e. meals. 
When the men spiraled into debt, they were trapped 
at the farm and forced to work. During the case, the 
U.S. Department of Justice described the farmer’s 
practices ns "a form of servitude morally and legally 
reprehensible." Evans’ initial defense was that he 
hadn’t been aware ofthe crack dealing on his farm. 

As migrant worker rights groups see it, tho prac- 
tices of Evans and otlters like him amount to mod- 
om-day slavery — a loaded word, but by no moans

a hyperbolic one. While Evans was not 
charged with slavery per se. another recent 
case, that of Ramiro and Juan Ramos, con- 
tractors who managed a team of 700 farm 
workers and kept them on the premises 
with death threats, were successfully pros- 
ecuted in 2004 for exactly that: slavery. 

Those running the North Carolina farm are 
quick to deny any such exploitation, presenting 
theoperutionasadiance ferdown-ond-out 
men to pull their lives together. 

Before he boarded. I hud asked Rideout to 
chaerve his surroundings on his summer jour- 
ney to North Carolina and report bade upon 
his return. What he and several other home- 
less men foimd paints a \ery different facture. 

■ G EORGE WOODS FARMS comprises 
more than 2,700 acres of potatoes and is 
located, as Rideout later put it. in “the middle 
of nowhere' — at least three miles from the 
main road. He and four otherhomeless men 
who had traveled to the farm gave accounts 
of life on the farm, many of them jurringly 
reminiscentof allegations in the Evans case. 

The men — someSOperseoson, by vari- 


ous accounts — are housed in shacks located 
within walking distance oftheir work, which 
consists of stuffing potatoes in tn sacks from a 
conveyor belt and stackingthe bagged pota- 
toes into boxes that aro thenfaik-lrffedooln 
tTHctnr-traiiers. Each day’s work is irrarked by 
the sounding ofa horn. 

Most of the workers, said the men, were 
“homeless, drug addicted, also dealiitg with 
sonre men tal -health issues,' said 'Charles,' 
who asked notto be identified and is now liv- 
ing in a Philodeiphia shelter. 

There mi^t be 10 to 15 from Philly, lOto 15 
from Jersey, Baitimore, all thesurroundingbig 
cities,' added “John," another man who asked 
that his name be withheld, who says he went 
to the farm afterlosinghisjob several years 
ago. Some ofthe men who Ve been to the farm 
describe sleeping on beds. Cerfrk Ellis, another 
homeless man who went to the frrm. says he 
slept on a shack floor, with 20 other men. 

'The work, they all agree, is brutal Charles 
said he labored 14-hourday5inhot,sticky 
weather. Rideout dascribed working 11- to 
15-hour dayson the potato farm, moving 50- 
pound bags ofpotatoas. The work individu- 
ally isn’t that bad.'he said- “How long we did 
it? Tlrat’s what really go t to you." 

Fbr their troubles, mo St of the workers 
expected on ly to be paid North Carolina's 


minimum wage or$7.25 per hour — though J^n said 
he was promised os much as S 10 per hour before he 
arrived. But the minimumwage. heundall the men 
interviewed for thisstory said, proved an elusive goal. 
Being miles from the nearest rood, the bare necessi- 
ties — especially meals — were hard to come I9, and 
aside from friTD-saldfood. an apparently informal 
“company store" maintained on the premises charged 
exorbitant rates. Other niceties — beer, cigar^tes 

— were astoundingly expensive:“Youll be sweah- and 
drink cold beer, but it costs $7 a bottle down there," 
said EIHs. After neatly two months ofhard labor, Ellis 
said he saved only $160.Tt’sdesignedtoke^you 
broke if you’re weak." 

When workers were low on cash, Ellis said, the “com- 
pany store' was ottly too happy to ectend credit, which 
meant some laborers wound upnotonly poorbut 
actually indebt after weeksoftoil in the potato fields 

— a system that forced workers to keep chi working. 

“The men know that if they’re in debt, they 

aren’t allowed to leave until they've worked itofii' 
explained Charles. 

George Wsods Farms officialB and Rideout deny 
that a “company store" even exists. 

And, according to all ofthe men interviewed, ciga- 
rettes and beer weren't the only kixiny items the 
camp had tnoffir.Akey part erf lifers theffirm, said 
the men, is drug use.

Former workers said drugs, notably crack cocaine, 
were available on the property. Ofthe five men who 
talked about their experience, all except Rideout, 
who found lodging outside the farm, saw rampant 
dt-ug use there. Fbur ofthe men — interviewed 
independently of one another — claimed that drugs, 
including crack cocaine, were not on^ available on 
the premises but could be purchased, on credit, via 
the “company store." 

Crack users would wander into ertq} fields and 
“smoke their brains out," described Charles. He said 
for manythe situation was so bad that after a while 
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addicu weren't even woiHung for money.

Charles added that “you can even get sex 
on credit." Prostitutes, he said, would come 
by on Saturdays, after workers were paid, 
and coUect for those in debt 
Asked whether he consderedthesituadrai 
exploitation or,as was ruled in the Ranros 
case, slavery, John replied: Nobody puts a gun 
to your head." 

■ BOTH GeorgeWoods Farms owner Jimmy 
Harrell and his labor contractor. Brenda 
Moore (sister of Dolly Moore), deny accusa- 
tions of worker mistreatment and illegal 
activities on the property. Harrell, who 
serves on the executive committee of the 
United States Potato Board, sits on the board 
ofdirectorsoftho North Carolina Hrtoto 


Association and is chairman of the North 
Carolina Agricultural Finance Authority, 
says his involvement with the farm workers 
iaindirectand thathehas never received a 
single formal complaint of abuse. 

“We try to treat people fairty — they have a 
nice bed, "he said, adding, “Ijust pay the con- 
tractor a flat rate Ido know that [Brenda 

Moore] gets the job done." 

Harrell, too, denied there ever was a“com- 
pany store” on the farm , As for hiring homeless 
workers, “It’s better than the stTeet,”he argued. 

Moore, who’s worked in the potato business 
since she was e teenager, explained (hat the 
litany of allegadons levied by the men can be 
uttrdbuted to the management of a former con- 
tractor, who she said died in 2(X0 — though all 
the men interviewed for this story had been to 
the farm since 2005. She denied drugs, proeti- 
tuticar and the existence ofa'compony store." 

■ FORthe4.000-some labor camps across 
North Carolina, the state’s Department of 
Labor has only seven employees inspect-

ing for working violations, according to Melinda 
Wiggins, executive director of Student Action with 
Farmworkers in North Carolina, who is herself the 
daughter and granddaughter of sharecroppers. 

She and herteam visit labor camps across North 
Carolina to interview migrant workers and encour- 
age them to stand up for their rights. 

They also pressure federal and state authorities to 
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CTHckdownonhouBingiind labor violations. Beycnd 
the lack of resources, she says.isalackofwillby 
federal and state offidabwhomshe says have been 
heavily influenced by the agriculture lobby. In 2008, 
the Charlotte Observer reported that campaign 
donors for the Department of Labor commissioner, 
Cherie K. Berry, hadsystematically reduced fines 
for labor law violations for certain companies. The 
Observer investigation foimd that companies that 

reduction of70 percent in their citation fines. 

As a result, Wiggins says most companies in North 
Cntolina don’t taka Occupational Safety and Health 
Administration (OSHA) inspections serious^. 'They 
considerit acostofdaingbusineBs; they can just 
budget to break the law." she says. ‘We are fighting 
against a lot of power. 

‘Our whole agricultuml system in this countiyis 
based on a system where land owners, agricultural 
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employers and now agribusiness controls 
every aspect of B worker’s Hfe.” she says. It's 
a situation ripe for abuse.” 

While federal fines fiir violatians concem- 
ing housing and general living cemditioaB at 
atemporary labor camp aie steep, ranging 
fi-om $1,000 to $10,000 and up to three years 
in prison, no such action has ever been talcm 
at the potato farm. 

According to North Caro bna court records, 
Brenda Moore wascharged in 1995 with "com- 
municating threats" to one EugencO-Bell- 
She was found not guilty. She says the whole 
casewasamistake.Hercompany was also 
found in violation ofOSHA stand aids, twice 
for reatricting kitchen access and once for 
unsafe handling of chemicals on the premises. 

Camden County sheriflTony Perry 
acknowledged having heard of complaints 
farm workers, but said he has never investi- 


gated them, adding, somewhat inexplicably, 
that he had "no jurisdiction” over the farm in 
the county he polices. 

Locally, few in or outside of the homeless 
services world seem to know about the truck 
at all Phone calls to various shelters and 
homeless advocates yielded fewresponses. 

“Doughnut Man”David Shively, who 
alerted me to the existence of the potato 
truck in the first place, says he’s seen many 
men gamble on going down there — and has 
wired money to North Carolina twice to help 
men buy return tickets to Philadelphia. He 
believea they are being exploited.

Rideout is, however, still homeless and out of work. 
If things dontimprove.he said, he plans to be waiting 
again nextJuneforthe potato truck. Maybe, he said, 
heU bring his nephew this time.

THE INTERRUPTERS 

A NOOPOP£4MSDinECTORSteve James returns to the streets of Chicago 
to shadow theefforis of CeaseFire, whose mediators work to defuse inner-city 
disputes before they erupt into violence. Many of the mediators are perpetra- 
tors themselves, and all come from the same background as the people whose 
lives they're attempting to re-route: Eddie Bocunegra served 14 years for murder; 
Ameena Matthews’ father was a notorious gang leader, and she was in a gang 
herself CeaseFire’s approach proceeds partly from research that treats urban 
violence like an epidemic, not a wrong to be rightedor apuzzletobe solved. The 
goal is to stemthe infection before it spreads, breaking the chain of reprisals and 
counter-reprisals; the results, captured over a period of 
years, can seem nothing short of miraculous. Althou^ 
the theatrical version of The /jiterruptere has been 
shortened substantially, and needlessly, from the cut 
that premiered at Sundance, it still retains enough 
scope thatthe transformations are startling without 
being abrupt. James' camera moves inclose without 
being invasive, achieving an intimacy that verges on invisibility. TTie movie is 
less overtly aware of its responsibilities than James’ overlooked Sfet'ie. but its span 
is a testament to the filmmakers’ devotion. Although The Inlerrupteni shows 
plontyof process, from convocations at which mediatorsdiscussstiategy to one-on- 
one encounters with at-risk sutyects, there are moments when their success seems 
more like magic than the result of hard work. To sec a hothead on the brink of 
getting locked up forlife emerge from his house clean-cut in theunifoim of his first 
straight job is to witness grand theories bearing fruit on the most basic level. The 
stories that don't turnout well break your heart, and those that do make it swell.

(Scribner, July 12) and Ke\in Wilson’s Tha Family 
PangiErco.Aug. 9ldo. Both feature a brother-sis- 
ter pair; both want to show the costs that attcun 
have. Buteven considering that Stone Arafrio uses 
existential dread as freely as cracks jokes, 
these bookscome up with divergent answers to 
similar questions about art and obligation. 

StOTieAjvbia is the kind of book we expect when 
we look for a book about making art. It’s serious, 
often tn the point ofbleakness, complexin its struc- 
ture, unilmrtiiiig in its defsetioD oftheartistspain 
and isolation, and ambiguous in its conclusion. 
Largely narrated by Denise Kranis, sister to almost- 
rack-starNikWbrth.StoneArotiiagivesusNik’sie- 
treat hom his failed big break into the navel-gazing 
parallel career heinvents for himself He records 
songs in his garage studio, distributes them, fab- 
ricates interviews and record reviews about them, 
and charts the imaginary influence of his bunds 
and side presets on the face of rock 'n' roll. Denise, 
meanwhile, supporta and enables and trios to en- 
dure him, as his sometimes-unwilling No. 1 &n. 

Fbr all of Spiotta’s seriousness and careful skill 
in creating Nik and Denise's relationship, the 
skeleton of |dot and character that needs to sup- 
port her ideas about creatioD and compulsion and 
family is too slight; the solipsistic outsider artist 
doesn’t throw enough light back on ourselves to be 
univeisaL and the sistpr who supports his work 
without r^aid for herself is tno otherworldly.

A young chef plus an old bar equals a recipe 
for rediscovery, By Adam Erace

in, Fd peered into tbe o-anked-out cafe windows, 
at the bar full offuiufainglawyers, racks of 
glasses hangingupside-down over their heads 
like a colony ofslumbering crystal bats, Rn route toil ashierneigh- 
bors. I'd even scoped the menu, but never gave this 43-yeaT-oId 
stalwarttcurrently under its third owner. Debora Reid-Jordan) the 
proper follow-through-Tb Ik about disrespecting yourekfers. 

MattSavastanofinally got mein the door. He hud meathome- 
mudegnocchi with braised duck and honey butter, the dish Fd 
earmarked fordinner while scanning Happy Rooster’s menu upon 
hearing the news that this 23-year-old former sous chef had taken 
over the kitchen for Jason Goodenoughbackin May. I didn’t care 
about the duck (even if it is slow-braised in chicken stock and 


white wine fortified with smoky bacon f. It was all about tbe lamey 
butter. OigrmceAi, like a biscuit, but with pasta. Genius, 

Sol walked toward the Happy Rooster for the seven thousand, 
eight hundred and fifty-fifth time, and I went in. Waxy late sun 
slunk in through the open windows, lighting the front room sympa- 
thetically, Still, there's no hiding the fourdecades under this bird’s 
belt You can see them, in the petrified collage of faded men us from 
funcy-shmancy restaurants in London and Rome. You can feel 
them, in the busted maroon booths so saggyyou'd think elephants 
just had sex on them. 

A little Wah Wit in my cup, a little Phillies on theTV, a little 
gnocchi on my mind. I was happy to finally be here. Sovastanob 
potato dumplings arrived, and then I wasn’t. Wbera was the pasta

Ptump, butteiy muaselsand sugar-bomb heir- 
bom cherry tomatoes joined in, wanting to see what all 
the fuss was about and creating the effect of a minimalist 
bouillabaisse. No need for 17 specimens of seafood in this 
bowl; Savastano knows the value of one or two good ones, 
something che& twice his age still haven’t learned. 

Scfaoobd at the CIA in Hyde Park, the Northeast 
[^nnsylvania native put in time at Supper, Chifa and 
Thbb 31,wherehe worked with Goodenougfa, before com- 
ing to the Happy Rooster. When Goodenough left for the 
Rooster, Savastano followed. And when Goodenough left 
here, Savastano foimd himself in executive whites when 
most crf'his peers are still working the salad statbn. Don't 
think him some flashy hotshot, though; when Savastano 
lumbers upstairs from the basement kitchen to cop a 
bottle ofbooze (to cook with, ofcoursel or refill his plastic 
quart ccntainerwith waterfremthe soda gun, the baby- 
faced cheflooks almost sheepish. 

He’s got the right to swagger. Even bumps like a soupy 
vanilla custard and pallid fries scattered alongside 
a bbsterroll can’t erase the sweet satisfaction of his 
grilbd octopus, tender and smoky with grilled peaches, 
pine nuts and arugula, or his shirred eggs, a cream- 
baked diet-killer lavished with lobster salad and shiny 
lobster glace. 

Noticing a recurring crustacean theme? Thanks to the 
Haj^y Rooster's very popular lobster mD ( a standby that 
is not his recipe), Savastano finds himself up to his claws 
in bbstershells and leftover scraps. What^ an intelli- 
gsit, hardworking chef to do? Make bbster stock, all day, 
every day, and turn it into the powerful broths and glares 
mentioned above. 

But if you want the pure bbsterexperience.diat sand- 
wich is thejockpot. The meat of a whole Maine crusta- 
cean goes into each top-split bun, and while its presence 
on the menu precedes Savastano'sin thekitdien, he 
still deserves credit for not overcooking the meat and 
not gooping it up with unnecessary bullshit. Just a little 
mayo, lemon for brightness and celery for crunch. 

The classy chicken cheese steak was a ebse second 
in the sandwich department. Instead of slimy chidceo 
slices. Savastano uses whole chicken breasts (bat are 
pan-roasted and (hopped before being loaded with cara- 
melized (xrioDS, mozzarella and shiitakes into a dskse, 
chewy Metropolitan baguette — a cheese steak you could 
take h(3me to mom and dad. Fries enme correct this time 
around Browner, crunchier, saltier. 

The same adjectives applied to dessert, a malty, 
vanilla-bean-laced, boardwalk-style waffle mined with 
crushed pistachios (rightin the batter!) and ciowned 
with mildly sweet, nutty pistadito-vanilla ice cream. 

It's glorious — homey and chic ut the same time, a joyful 
thing to eat. Being 23 has its advantages, apparently; 
while so many chefs are trying too hard to rediscover the 
lost flavors of their youths. Savustana'sare still fresh 
in mincL Hove that. Now do something with Dunkaroos 
and 111 really be impressed.
